What should 
concern' the local taxpayers is 
the method which Hill be used to 
supplant it. 


Assessor Handell, according to 


Higby, will now turn to a card 
system and describes it as some- 
thing similar to the method used 
by real estate men In appraising 
property. It will require detailed 
work by Assessor Handell and 


• adds up to an exhausting job. 


Taxpayers attending last night's 


•ession in City Hall were desirous 
of accomplishing two things: The 
abolishment of the "circle" sys- 
tem and the institution of a "fair" 
assessment method. They learned 
that public protest had accomp- 
lished the first item of business. 
But on their second point, there 
was a wide difference of opinion. 


Proponents of a plan to go be- 


fore the town meeting tonight 
and vote funds to, provide Han- 
dell with capable and expert as. 
•istance for his back-breaking job 
ahead, were beaten in favor of 
a plan offered by Supervisor 
Higby. 


Higby wants the county board 


to institute an reappraisal of all 
real estate throughout the coun- 
ty. He's going before the board 
next Thursday and offer such a 
resolution. 
Higby's plan is an admirable 


one. Since ALL county property is 
subject to a county tax, there must 
be equality of assessment in each 
township in order to spread that 
tax burden fairly. Should Dixon 
township establish a fair, firm as- 
sessment base, and other town- 
ships practice their present slip* 
shod methods, Dixon township tax- 
payers would wind up at a disad- 
vantage. 


Of course if Dixon township 


taxpayers want to straighten out 
their own "mess" by appropriat- 
ing their money for a local re- 
appraisal, there should be no ob- 
jections. Equality of assessment 
at the earliest possible moment 
should be uppermost In township 
official's minds particularly after 
the abject failure of the "circle" 
system to accomplish this aim.

WASHINGTON Wt—President Eisenhower told the nation and the 


free world Monday night Russia is unlikely to risk war so long as this 
country stands ready to strike back swiftly with all its atomic might. 


The President declared, however, 


that Americans m u s t prepare 
"vciy coldly and very carefully" 
against the danger that power-lov- 
ing men in the Kremlin might "in 
a fit of madness, or through mis- 
calculation" plunge the world into 
a hydrogen-bomb-age holocaust. 


Eisenhower went on all radio 


and television networks in a re- 
laxed, half-hour plea for a sober 
facing of the atomic era facts of 
life—and a fervent warning against 


the perils of "jitters" and hysteria 
over communism, investigations of 
communism or the threat of de- 
pression. 


"We don't have to fear!" he said. 


There 'Are Risks 


"Of course, there are risks, but 


we do not have to be hysterical. 
We can be vigilant; we can be 
Americans. We can stand up and 
hold up our heads and say, Ameri- 
ca is the greatest force that God

Telling' a Cancer Victim 
Difficult for Physicians

CHICAGO W—Should a doctor "tell" a patient if he has cancer—or 


should he hide the information from him? 


A small group of doctors, inter- 


viewed separately—and at random 
—today at the annual meeting of 
the American College of Physi- 
cians wcie agreed 
that- there's 


"no set answer" to the question, 
admittedly one of the 
toughest 


they have to face in practice. 


The decision largely depends, 


they said, on the emotional make- 
up of the patient—and each case 
has to be handled individually. 


General Agreement 


But, in general, according 
to 


most of the doctors: 


1. If the patient is an emotion- 


ally stable type who can "take it," 
then tell him. 


2. If he's the type who. might 


"go tOj pieces" emotionally, don't 
tell him. As one doctor put it, tell- 
ing such a person he has cancer 
might even lead to suicide. 


And one of the doctors said it's 


well to "individualize" not only for 
people who have an incurable can- 
cer, but also for those who might 
have a cancer possibly curable by 
surgery, X-ray or radium. 


"The very word 'cancer' 'still 


scares aome people," said Di. 
George Miller of Long Beach, N. 
Y., adding that people of that 
type should not be told what they 
have even though the particular 
cancer might be—and actually is 
—cured. 


Composite of Ideas 


A compilation of the ideas of the 


doctors on why people should be 
told, if at all possible, is as 
follows: 


1. The personal desire of every- 


one to arrange his own financial 
and other matters; (2) the possi- 
bility that the patient, knowing his 
time was i datively short, might 
want to do something he wanted 
to do all his life, like take a long 
trip, or even, as one doctor put it, 
"be like a friend of mine who, on 
learning he had an Incurable can- 
cer, decided he'd go back and fin- 
ish out law school"; and (3) the 
possibility that the patient might 
wish to provide an example of 
quiet courage that would be help- 
ful to othera in Urn* of adver»ity. 


has ever allowed to exist on His 
footstool. As such it is up to us lo 
lead this world to a peaceful and 
secure existence, and I assure you 
we can do it." 


In a plain-effort to soothe some 


of the controversies boiling in this 
countiy, and to quiet H-bomb nerv- 
ousness abroad, Eisenhower broke 
some new ground in this mainly 
off-the-cuff address delivered while 
relaxing ag^rst the edge of a desk 
in the White House basement: 


He said the FBI—rather than 


congressional investigators—is the 
nation's "great. bulwark" against 
Communist infiltration. 


Grave Offense* 


He said "very grave offenses" 


can be committed against innocent 
pei sons by "someone having the 
immunity of congressional mem 
bership" — though he voiced con- 
fidence that in the long run public 
opinion "will straighten this mat- 
ter out wherever and whenever 
theie is ical violence done to our 
people." 


And he said that while Commu- 


nists in this country are danger- 
ous and must be pinpointed, their 
number is "minute" and is often 
exaggerated. 


Actually, he said, there aren't 


more than 25,000 doctrinaire or 
dyed-in-the-wool Communists and 
"the great mass" of government 
workers and other Americans arc 
"just as dedicated as you and I." 


Unemployment Leveling 


On another home front topic, he 


said unemployment "happily shows 
every sign now of leveling off." 
The government is ready to un- 
dertake anything necessary to pre- 
vent a depression, he said, but 
"docs not intend to go into any 
slam-bang emergency program un- 
less it is necessary," 


The gicat factor woikmg for 


peace, Eisenhower said, is Rus- 
sia's "economic weakness" com- 
pared with the mighty American 
industrial machine. 


"Of all these sobering: effects," 


he said, "none is greater than the 
retaliation that would certainly be 
visited upon them If they were to 
attack any of our nations or any 
part of our vital interests aggres- 
sively and ia order to conquer via.",

session. On March 18, Handell had 
issued a statement.-vigorously de- 
fending his system as a "fair" 
method.

•circle" method with a 'detailed, 
permanent caid system, Higby 
told the audience. This involves 
visiting every home in the town- 
ship and filling out a fairly com- 
plete listing of the size and quality 
of the home and where it is situ- 
ated. It is a system reportedly in- 
troduced by the state department 
of revenue.

Pierre Du Pont, Founder 
Of Empire, Is Dead at 84 


WILMINGTON, Del. ffi—Pierre Samuel du Pont, dean of the famed 


chemical family and a major figure in the development of two of the 
world's largest Industiics, died Monday night. He was 84. 


Du Pont was stricken with a 


severe abdominal pain shortly af- 
er dinner at Longwood, his estate 
at nearby Kennett Square, Pa. 


Rushed to the Wilmington Me- 


morial hospital, Du Pont died of 
what physicians described as an 
aortic aneurysm 
(rupture of a 


main blood vessel). 


A younger brother, Irenee, and 


his sister, Mrs. R. R. M. Carpen- 
ter, were at his bedside. They are 
Du Pont's only immediate sur- 
vivors. 


Shunnod Publicity 


Du Pont, who shunned publicity 


and seldom made public appear- 
ances, was a former president and 
board chairman of E. I. du Pont 
de Nemours & Co. He also served 
as president of General Motors 
Corp. for three years. 


Pierre was the great great 


grandson and namesake of a polit- 
ical refugee who fled to America 
from France in 1799. His father, 
Lftmmot rtu Pont, was a noted in- 
ventor *nd authority on 
who founded one of the nation'! 


first dynamite plants, the Repauno 
Chemical Co., near Gibbstown, 
N. J. He was killed by an explo- 
sion of nilroglycenn when PSeire 
was n. Picirc then took over the 
leadership of the family as the 
eldest of 11 children. 


Noted Fhllanthropiftt 


A noted philanthropist who once 


built an $800,000 hospital .in memo- 
ry of his chauffeur, Du Pont was a 
graduate of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology. Shortly after 
his graduation in 1890, he collabo- 
rated with ». cousin in developing 
the frist successful Du Pont smoke- 
less powder. 


Under Pierre du Pont the com- 


pany developed nylon, which revo- 
lutionized women's hosiery, cello- 
phane and some 1,000 other prod- 
ucts. Du Pont's sales exceeded a 
billion dollars a year. 


Du Pont lived alone with serv- 


ants at his Longwood estate after 
the death of his wife, the former 
Alice Bclm of Scrnnton, Pa., 
1944. They bad no

Voice of the People: 


I am writing thi» letter because 


of the reprint that the opponents 
of the current building program in 
District 271 have recently sent out. 
I refer ,to the article written by 
Kent H. King of the state of Iowa. 
With all of the confused reasoning 
which is circulating through the 
district ft is unfortunate that some 
have felt it necessary to add this 
article to the Confusion. Most of 
the article does not -in any way 
apply to the situation in District 
271 of the state of Illinois. I am 
sure Mr. King would agree with 
this. 


First of all, I judge from his 


writing, reorganization in Iowa is 
taking place on a county level and 
is based on county lines. Our dis- 
trict for the most, part is one of 
several districts in one county. One 
of our big assets is our large 
assessed value and a comparative- 
ly small number of students. If we 
continue to support five or even 
three high schools we arc trying 
as a farmer would try to support 
five or three families on a one 
family size farm. The reprint did 
not compare tax costs. Under our 
proposed school program our tax 
cost will be lower than any district 
around us. We do not want our 
schools to be big but we do need 
enough size to be efficient. Four 
hundred and fifty students do not 
make up a large high school. 


Mr. King objects to the small 


high school being closed. We are 
not closing these buildings but are 
utilizing them for needed grade 
school space. 


I agree with King's thought that 


a school district should be a "natu- 
ral school community where pco 
pl« tend to socialize and do bust 
ness together." We have just that 
situation. District 271 is strictly an 
agricultural community with most 
of the residents of the small towns 
located within its boundaries being 
retired farmers. There Is no large 
town or community which is able 


to dominate the rest of the district. 
All areas are equally able to be 
represented on the school board. 
This is certainly not true if we 
loin existing districts around us. 


It was pointed out that "small 


schools can, and some do, have 
teachers as well qualified as those 
in large schools. Yes, it is possible 
but usually not true. These good 
teachers go to the better schools 
which have better salary sched- 
ules. • 


Concerning the destruction of the 


small town because of centraliza- 
tion of schools, I have asked a 
number of believers of this theory 
to explain exactly how this would 
come about and have yet to find 
anyone with an answer to even 
convince himself. What kind of 
business would locate near this 
country school which would be 
closed three months of the year, 
who would patronize it and when 
would they patronize it? 


There have been many people in 


our district who have spent several 
years and many hours formulating 
a sound school program which will 
give needed education at a price 
we can afford to pay. Their aim 
was a program to strengthen de- 
mocracy, not weaken it. Now these 
people are unjustly being asso- 
ciated with socialism and commu- 
nism. 
( 
We in this country are entitled 


to our beliefs. Mr. King is entitled 
to his, but I am sure that for every 
Mr. King there are possibly 50 oth- 
er qualified educators who would 
disagree with him on many points

That I* a small 
penance, but one with rich re- 
wards. 


This is no ordinary literature, 


no mere fiction of the remote 
past. It Is a composition pre- 
pared by St. Luke, under God's 
guidance, a meMage that will 


endure for eternity, telling how, 
as the Christian era began, 
Chrlst'a disciples obeyed His 
command, "Go, therefore, and 
make disciples of all nations." 


The events of thl» book of the 


Bible are full of meaning for our 
own generation.

To 
see St. Paul^n chains for Christ 
Is to see Cardinal Mlndzenty Im- 
prisoned for Him.

Though I can't tell Mrs. B. how 


to behave toward unklndness, I can 
tell her what I would do in her 
situation. I would say to myself, 
"I don't like this, I shall not again 
encourage snubs by beaming nt 
them. So I shall not smile or SR.V 
'good 
morning' 
to 
unkindness 


again." 


This decision would unite my 


feeling and my action. I would be 
myself because my feelings and 
my action had become one. 


Of course Mrs. B. is unsure of 


heiself. Her actions toward her 
former friend belie her feelings. 
Where did she learn to falsify re 
sentment with smiles and friendll 
ness? What has associated honest 
anger with such catastrophe that 
she has to protend it's something 
else? 


The sky will not fall if Mis. B. re 


jects unkindness. But if she won't 
rally the courage to lest her right 
to b« herself, how can she ever dis- 
cover that mien courage is the sec- 
ret of freedom from "inferiority 
complexes?" 


It is not because we become fear- 


ful or angry that others treat us 
contemptuously, but because we 
deny the truth of what we are. 
They "freeze up" on us out of dis- 
trust of our sincerity They think, 
"You cannot be loyal to yourself, 
so how can vou be loval to me?"

NEW YORK—The criminal reign in unions of the American Fed 


eration of Labor In Las Vegas, Nov., produced a murder a couple of 
weeks ago which should be a shocking incident but may be filed away 
as a routine matter. 


JitnieH Hartley, business agent of the Sheet Metal Workers' union. 


Local 88, was found dead on March 15 In the conventional "shallow 


giave" of the wire services, in 
Paradise Vniley, 


near a fnrm owned by Ralph Howard Alsup, a mas- 
ter-crimirrkl with a long and various prison record, 
who was for some years president of the Clark 
County P'ederatlon of Labor and vice-president of 
the Nevada State Federation. 
Nobody 
familiar 


with Alsup's career would doubt his willingness to 
murder in view of his past performances with guns, 
including' the wanton shooting of one unarmed and 
inoffensive union painter who was naively demand- 
ing his "rights." 
However, there is no reason, to 


rejiirr 
suspect that Alsup killed Hartley. The job might 


have been done by any of a Inige number of persons for a great va- 
riety of reasons. An employer might have knocked him off or hired 
it done. 
Many of the employing contractors in that area, where 


union exorbitance on "defense projects" is a major item of commerce, 
are no less crooked and brutal than th« unioneers. A union metal- 
worker might have done it. But speculation is idle.

contractors, from Minnesota. The 
dump is part of a great "top-se- 
cret" bomb and guided missile un- 
dertakings. Rich, the man being 
detained in the jail, was steward 
of the construction job at the 
dump, with from 700 to 1,000 work- 
er* under his jurisdiction. Their 
average pay Is about $2,60 an hour. 
Two years sgo Hartley demanded 
$45.50 subsistence for construction 
employes in addition to pay of 
from $400 to $680 a week. Those 
were typical of the built-in costs 
which run up the price of the atom 
and 
H-bombs. 
During Alsup's 


reign, by authority of his tempera- 
mental gun which was often bran- 
dished and not infrequently fired. 
Hanley was secretary of the Clark 
County Building Trades and Con 
structlon Councils of the American 
Federation of Labor. 


Alsup had a long spell of wife 


trouble and at on* stage the wives 
of union plumbers and other hu- 
mane ladies turned to assist her 
to run their home and do for the 
children. 
The 
husbands 
were 


socked with assessments to pay for 
alsup's defense and appeals in the 
shooting case and other obviously 
fair and normal expenses of his 
office. If they didn't kick in. they 
didn't get work. The most impor- 
tant plumbing contractors and sup- 
pliers were on Alsup's side so 
they kicked in. This marriage was 
terminated by divorce and Alsup 
married a lady whom he had met 
in their selfless struggles for the 
Common Man of the Labor Move- 
ment. 


It Is a pleasant duty to report 


that a reliable informant has told 
me that Brother Alsup has neither 


re- 


cently took Hartley's place as busi- 
ness agent of the Las Vegas local 
of the Sheet Metal Workers, has 
been held in the Clark county jail 
while Bill Peyton, the chief deputy 
sheriff, Investigates. There has 
been a shortage in the accounts of 
the local. Some of the unioneers 
say it is a small matter of $5.000 
which might have occurred when 
an honest tnistee reached into his 
official pocket instead of his per- 
sonal one during- an evening of 
craps or faro. The sheriff says the 
shortage may amount to $30,000. 


Tom Hanley, the grand satrap 


of the Metal Workers in Los An- 
geles, but formerly of I.as Vegas, 
recently was relieved of his official 
duties in Los Angeles by order of the 
grand headquarters of tho union 
in Washington. Hanley had been 
business agent in Las Vegas for 
some years but was kicked up- 
stairs into the Los Angeles job 
when Alsup and the A. F. of L. 
generally in Nevada caused 
a 


great mess a few years ago. The 
mess consisted of the re-election 
of Alsup, the gunman, to all his 
high offices, including that of busi- 
ness agent of the Plumbers' union 
for Clark county, even while he 
was under indictment for shooting 
the foolish painter. Martin Dur- 
kin, the international president of 
the Plumbers, took official notice 
of this boyishness. He sent rep- 
resentative to Vegas who filed a 
report which was stuck away be- 
hind the clock on th« mantel of Mr. 
Durkin's office. 
President Eisen- 


hower later picked Durkin for sec- 
retary of labor and Durkin pres- 
ently called him a lying double- 
crosser at the St. Louis convention 
of the A. F. of L. and resigned. 


After Mr.- Hanley was relieved in 


Los Angeles" he remarked thai 
Hartley wit's talking too much

The couple spoke of the first city 


which' they 
visited, 
Singapore, 


where in various districts every 
race and religion of the world can 
be found. From Singapore they 
went on to Bangkok, Thailand, of- 
ten called the "Venice of the 
East," because of its numerous 
canals crowded with barges and 
boats of foodstuffs. They noted that 
in Thailand, food was much more 
plentiful than in any of the other 
countries they visited. In the same 
city, they visited a government li- 


v censed opium den, crowded with 


people in various stages of stupor 
from the drug. Thailand is a Bud- 
dhist nation, and in Bangkok there 
are "over 300 Buddhist temples. It 
was' here too, that they saw the 
world famous "emerald Buddha." 


From Bangkok their journey 


took them through Penang, Ma- 
laya, Ceylon and on through Co- 
chin to the poverty, hunger and 
sickness of India.

'in the world, but the meat is not 
Beaten by a large proportion of the 
•inhabitants.

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The McCarthy Story: Part 2 
Senate Speech Inspires 
Congressional Inquiry 


Majority Report Calls 
Infiltration 4A Fraud'

WASHINGTON (ft—Shortly after 4 p. m. on Feb. 20. 1950. the Junior 


member from Wisconsin, Joseph R. McCarthy, Republican, gained the 
floor of the United States senate. 
' 
„* 


"About 10 days ago . . ." he began, "I made the statement that 


there are present in the state department a sizable number of Commu- 
nists. I made the further statement that of one small group which' had 
been screened by the president's own security agency, the state depart- 
ment refused to discharge approximately 200 ... 


"The secretary of state promptly denied my statement and said 


there was not a single Communist in the whole state department. I 
thereafter sent a telegram to the president." 


Asks Revocation 


The telegram 
demanded that 


President Truman revoke his exec- 
utive order forbidding disclosure 
of the contents of loyalty files and 
added: "Failure on your part will 
label the Democratic party as the 
bedfellow of international commu- 
nism . . ." 


The speech McCarthy was de- 


livering — it ran six hours — cli- 
maxed 10 days of the most inten- 
sive fidgets that had beset his fel- 
low members of Congress, the Tru- 
man administration and newspaper 
correspondents for some time. 


• The statement he described had 
been made at Wheeling, W. Va., 
before a Republican women's club. 


Newspaper stories had quoted 


him as saying at Wheeling: "I 
have, here in my hand a list o' 
£05 that were known to the Secie- 
tary of State (then Dean Acheson) 
as being members of the Commu- 
nist party and who nevertheless 


are still working and shaping the 
policy in the State Department." 


Changes Figure 


The next aay, having flown to 


Salt Lake City, he was quoted in 
a recorded radio interview as say- 
ing: "Last night ... I stated I had 
the names of 57 card - carrying 
members of the State Depart- 
ment." 


As that evening, in 1950, wore 


on, McCarthy began reading into 
the Congressional Record what he 
said were the case histories of 
Communists or fellow travelers in 
the State Department. He said he 
had now compiled a list of 81. 


"While I consider them all im- 


portant," he said, "there are three 
big Communists involved ... I do 
not 
believe 
President 
Truman 


knows about them ... To those who 
say 'why don't you tell the State 
Department; why do you not give 
the names to the State Depart- 


ment?' I say that everything I 
havs here is from the ..State De- 
partment's own files." 


Named No Names . 
' 


McCarthy named no names. He 


said he would give them to sena- 
tors in private or to a committee 
and that if he were called upon 
to testify on them before'a com- 
mittee he would appear under oath. 


He simply listed his cases as 


"Case No. 1" and so on through 81. 


Two days later the Democratic- 


controlled Senate set up a sub- 
committee of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations to make an in- 
vestigation. Sen. Mlllard E.* Tyd- 
ings (D-Md) was named chair- 
man, and one of the end results 
of the investigation was a bitter 
enmity between Tydings and Mc- 
Carthy. 
•The committee called McCarthy 
as its first witness March 8 and 
in four months of hearings the 
committee heard 35 witnesses and 
some three million'words of testi- 
mony. 


Same List 


The Democratic majority of the 


Tydings Committee, as it came to 
be known, said in its final report 
that the 81 cases discussed by Mc>

WASHINGTON Wt-Sen. Kerr (D- 


Okla) siad today his guess is that 
the senate will approve a move he 
co-sponsors to cut income taxes by 
increasing personal exemptions of 
each taxpayer and dependent. 


He said in an interview he hopes 


this action will be taken m the sen- 
ate finance committee but that, ii 
it is not done there, he believe: 
success will come on the senate 
floor. 


Opens Hearings 


The finance committee, on which 


the Oklahoman serves, opens hear 
ings today on a big tax revision 
bill to which Democrats hope to 
attach the income tax reduction. 


The Eisenhower administration 


atrongly supports the revision bill, 
which would make assorted tax 
cuts totaling $1,400,000 to business 
and individuals in its first year of 
operation. Just as strongly it op- 
poses any new income tax slash. 


Senate Republican leaders voice 


confidence they can beat the 
come tax cut as things stand now, 
citing indictaions that the business 
downturn is leveling off. 


Trend Important 


Both sides agree that the eco- 


nomic trend of the next two months 
probably will determine the out- 
come of the income tax fight m the 
senate. The finance 
committee 


plans to end its public hearings 
April 23 and finish writing its ver 
Bion of the bill in May. It could be 
June before floor debate is finish- 
ed. 


Democrats have used the busi- 


ness decline as their principal 
argument for the income tax cut. 
They say efforts should be made 
to build up mass purchasing power 
instead of increasing incentives for 
business expansion, which the ad 
ministration says is a mam pur- 
pose of the revision bill. 


Raise $200 


Kerr is a co-sponsor with Sen. 


George (D-Ga) and Frear (D-Del) 
of an amendment to raise income 
tax exemptions by $200 this year, a 
41/2-billion-dollar tax cut, and by 
$400 in 1955, and thereafter, an 
eight-billion reduction. Kerr 
plied that smaller cuts would be 
pushed if the original plan were 
beaten. 


In the house, Democrats tried 


for a $100 exemption increase, a 
tax cut of 2V2 billion. They lost 
210-204 in a vote which largely fol 
lowed party lines.

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Report Winter Pigs Increase; 
Spring Pig Crop Below Normal

Farmers are boosting pork pro- 


duction a little more than they re 
ported last Dec. 1. At that time 
U. S. farmers said they would in- 
crease farrowings this sprtng by 
only 6 per cent. But on March 1 
farmers in six corn-belt states re- 
ported anvincrease of 9 per cent. 
Last December these had indicated 
a 6 per cent increase, the same as 
the United'States. ThCoe states- 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Minnesota, 
Wisconsin and Kansas—produced 
57 per cent of the spring pigs last 
year. 


Big increase in winter pigs: The 


official spring pig crop includes all 


pigs saved be 
tween Dec. 1 and 
June 1. Most of 
the increase in 
spring pigs this 
year was really 
in winter pigs 
pigs f a r r o w e d 
from Dec. 1 to 
March 1. In the 
six states 1,041, 
000 sows farrow 
ed this past win- 


ter—39 per cent more than 12 
months before. 


Illinois f a r m e r s have been 


prominent in increasing the num- 
ber of winter pigs. Illinois had 
256.000 litters, 51 per cent more 
than last year. Iowa had 320,000 
litters, 43 per cent more. Indiana 
reported 280,000 litters, an increase 
of 24 per cent. 


Little change in spring farrow- 


ings: From March 1 through May, 
2,517,000 sows.are expected to far- 
row in the six states. This number 
is only 2 per cent more than the 
1953 
total for the same three 


months. 


June Estimate 


Government forecasters do -not 


estimate the spring pig crop until 
next June. However, if farmers 
save a normal number ot pigs per 
sow, 
the 1954 spring crop will be 


8 or 7 per cent larger than that of 
last year. Reports made last De- 
cember indicated an increase of 4 
per cent. ' 


The expected increase in pigs 


»aved is less thar. the increase in 
BOWS farrowing, because farmers 
eaved an" unusually large number 
of pigs per sow, last spring. 


Summer pigs: Farmers in the 


«x states surveyed expect to have 
1,508.000 sows farrow from June 1 
through August. This number is 5 
per cent more than farrowed in 
those months last summer. Far- 
rowings during these three months 
usually make up about half of the 
total fall pig crop. 


If the spring pig crop for this 


year turns out, as is now expected, 


Prospects Lower 


There are definite prospects for 


lower prices this year, reports the 
April issue of Successful Farming 
magazine. Milk production Is ex- 
pected to reach 123 billion pounds, 
compared with last year's 120 bil- 
lion. And there is no indication that 
consumers will drink more milk 
and use more cream than last 
year.

An increase of 7 per cent in the 


supply of hogs ordinarily brings a 
decline of 10 to 12 per cent in the 
prices from the previous year. 
Thus it seems likely that prices of 
hogs next fall will average $2 to $3 
per hundred pounds lower than the 
prices of last fall. This expectation 
is based in part on the belief that 
consumer demand for pork will be 
about the same as it was 12 months 
before. The lower prices would 
mean less profit than last year, but 
still a nice return to efficient pro- 
ducers. 


Compare Animal, 
Plant Protein 
For Pigs' Diet 


URBANA—Recent tests at the 


University of Illinois show that 
some animal proteins are not so 
valuable as plant protein to supple- 
ment corn in a pig's diet. 


D. E. Becker, assistant profes- 


sor in the swine division at the 
University of Illinois college of 
agriculture, says that in past years 
animal products like tankage and 
fish meal have been credited with 
having high-quality protein when 
actually they were serving as a 
source of supplementary vitamins. 


When an antibiotic mixture and 


vitamins were added, soybean oil 
meal proved to be much better 
than fish meal In supplying supple- 
mentary protein for corn in these 
tests: Becker plans to give a com- 
plete report on this experiment at 
the annual Illinois Swine Growers' 
day program at Urbana on Thurs' 
day, April 15.

Late May 
Corn Still 
Yields Well 


URBANA—Nine-year tests at the 


University of Illinois show that 
com planted about the third week 
of May will normally yield as well 
as corn planted the first week of 
May. 


Agronomists at the University of 


Illinois report that May 4 plantings 
produced only 1 to 4 bushels an 
acre more than May 27 plantings 
In the tests. 


You can easily lose more than 


that from corn borer damage in 
early-planted com. 


Corn planted late in May won't 


be large enough to attract the first 
brood of corn borer, and it will 
grow enough not to be greatly 
harmed by the. time the second 
brood appears, according to the 
crop specialists. 


On the other hand, if you wait 


until June to plant, your crop may 
be hit hard by second-brood borers. 
This com will also have a higher 
moisture content and will have 
more broKcr. stalks at harvest 
time. 


Another way to combat com 


borers is to plow under all corn- 
stalks and other refuse that harbor 
the insects. Do this before May 10. 
You can also plant adapted vane- 
ties that help to resist borer dam- 
age.

Conservatives 
Blast Churchill 


Prime Minister Charges 
^ 
Attlee Threw Away Pact 


LONDON lift—Even Conservative 


newspapers lambasted Prime Min- 
ister Churchill today for his charge 
that Clement Attlee's Labor gov- 
ernment threw away Britain's war- 
time exchange of atomic secrets 
with the United States. 


The nominally independent but 


usually pro-Conservative Times of 
London said Monday's house of 
commons debate on the hydrogen 
bomb "degenerated into a sterile, 
angry and pitiful party wrangle— 
and the responsibility was the 
Prime Minister's."- 


The liberal, middle-road News 


Chronicle said the showing of the 
79-year-old government chief in the 
house may foreshadow his early 
resignation from office, something 
many observers have predicted 
would happen this year. 


Obscures Action 


The bitter partisan fight in the 


wake of Sir Winston's charge gen- 
erally obscured the action of the 
house, which on a voice vote called 
on Churchill to take "immediate 
initiative" in seeking a face-to-face 
conference with Soviet Premier 
Malenkov and President Eisenhow- 
er. 


Churchill put the house in an 


uproar with his charge that it xvas 
the "responsibility or misfortune" 
of Alice's 1945-51 government that 
a hitherto secret 1943 agreement 
for British-American atomic co- 
operation was no longer in effect. 


Under the accord, reached at 


their Quebec conference in August, 
1913, Churchill and the late Presi- 
dent Roosevelt set up the two-na- 
tion agency for development of the 
atomic bomb and agreed 
that 


neither would use atomic weapons 
against a third nation without the 
other's consent.
